Train Bandits Hold Up 


Great Northern Train 


in Washington. 


Spokane, Wash., Dec. 10.—Three 
len held up 
the east bound Great 


Northern 'train, No. 4, near Hillyard, 
liis state, early today, robbed the 
nail car and made their escape. Only 
he presence of mind of W. Perrin, 
ho fireman, prevented the looting of 
he express car, which carried a large- 
dtnount of money, including 520,000 
consigned from a Spokane bank to a 
Montana town. 


The train had slowed down in the 


yard at Hillyard when three men, all 
armed with revolvers, crawled over 
the tender and covering the engineer 
and firemen, ordered the train to be 
brought to a stop a little over a mile 
from the station. While two of the 
robbers stood guard over the engineer, 
the other took Fireman Perrin back 
to uncouple the mail and express cars 
from the rest of the' train. 


Fireman's Cleverness Saves Booty. 
In the darkness the bandit, failed to 


note that the first car was the mail, 
while the second was the baggage and 
the express car, which contained the 
desired booty, was third in the train. 


Perrin saw his mistake and quickly 


taking advantage of it, in spite of the 
menacing revolver held close to his 
head. cut. off the mail and baggage 
cars, leaving the, express car attached 
to the dead train. The robbers then 
left, the engineer and fireman with the 
train and boarded the locomotive anc 
themselves ran it several tniles east

politics. The

Mr. Butler says: 
"Indiana's jails 


have for years been noted for 
the 


number of intoxicated persons con- 
fined therein. The effect is bad upon 
the persons themselves, upon the jail 
and upon the community. The ex- 
pense entailed is by no means light, 
even in boarding pr'.soners. 
When 


there is added the dirty, insanitary 
conditions produced, the spread of dis- 


ease and vermin and the destruction 
of jail property caused thereby, the 
burden becomes many times great- 
er."
